Washington City, Oct. 12.— All night 
long Senator Allen, of Nebraska, hold tho 
lloor, interrupted by un occasional ill- 
tempered colloquy or roll cull which drugged 
the aleoping senutors from tho adjoining 
clouk rooms. Gray dawn at G a.m. found 
tho Senator still hold the fort in tho great 
strugglo against unconditional .repeal, us ho 
had been doing since darkness fell last 
night. For twelvo hours and a half ho had 
hold tho lloor continuously. Tho longest 
time any senators hud previously occupied 
tho floor was on tho occasion of tho forco 
bill tight in 1891, when Sonutor Faulkner 
remained on guard twelvo hourB, though tho 
latter had a breathing spell during tho ub- 
sonco of a quorum. Senutor Allen seemed 
as fresh as when ho began. His voice wus 
still loud and strong, and the great strain 
aeemed not to havo affected his physical or 
mental vigor. An tll'ort was nmdo shortly 
after by anti-silver men to roach an agree- 
ment with tho silveritcs for a recess until 
10 o'clock, but tho latter declined tho oiler. 
As tho hours passed Senator Allen's powers 
of endurunco amazed hia auditors. 

Shortly ufter 7 Senator Shoup mudo tho 
point of no quorum. A roll call developed 
tho presenoo of only forty members, three 
short of a quorum. Theso, however, were 
soon supplied. Senator Wolcott mado tho 
point that forty-throe was not a quorum, as 
Montana, Wyoming and Washington wore 
only partly represented, and forty-three 
would not ho a majority with their full 
representation, Tho rule was then read to 
tho effect that a majority of tho eonators 
chosen and sworn shall constituto a quorum. 

Senator Mandcrson said tho present rule 
was adopted undor streBS of oireumstunces 
in 1804, when eighteau Southorn stuteB were 
unrepresented, but contended that tho ne- 
cessity for it was puat. Vice-Presidont 
Stevenpon ruled that tho senate as consti- 
tuted was composed of elghty-livo members, 
and that forty-threo was a quorum. Sen- 
ator Wolcott appealed from this decision. 
Senator Hale moved to lay the appeal on 
the table, and the appeul wus tabled, 38 to 
5, Senators Allen, Manderson, Murtin, 
Peffer and Morgan voting in the negative. 

Then, Senator Allen, apparently as fresh 
as when ho began fourteen hours ago, re- 
sumed his address. It was fur from an 
argument upon tho question at issue, but it 
filled tho time. Alien concluded at 8:15 
o'clock. 

Senator Martin, of Kansas, was to follow 
him, but Senator Voorheos suddenly inter- 
posed with a motion to lay the Peffer freo 
coinago amendment to tho repeal bill on the 
table, and u roll cull began thereon. The 
result Bhowed two short of a quorum, owing 
to the announcement of several pairs and 
refusal of Bomo silver men present to voto. 

Senator Vilas mado the point of order that 
when a Senator ia present he must voto unless 
excused. A roll call was ordered, showing 
forty-fivo Senators present. The poll then 
recurred on the motion to luy tho Peffer 
amendment on tho table. Only forty-ono 
senators voted. Senator Dubois being the 
firBt senator on the roll present who refused 
to vote, the chair called on him for un ex- 
planation. Senator Dubois said ho con- 
sidered tho amendment too important to be 
passed upon without debate. A motion to 
excuse Senator Dubois resulted : 21 yeas, 29 
nays. Senator Dubois' name was again 
called. Ho still failed to respond. Then 
followed a discussion whether Senator Du- 
bois could be compelled to voto, but the 
point wus aoon dropped. Meantime other 
senutors came in, ami at 9:15 tho ballot was 
announced, showing fifty senators voting. 
The result of tho bullot was : Yeas, ,'12 ; 
Nays, 17. 

So tho Peffer amendment was laid on tho 
table. Senator Voorhces said the Peffer 
amendment to tho Voorhees bill was tho 
only ono pending, except that offered by the 
commitieo on finance, which is tho Wilson, 
or Houao bill. There were, however, othor 
amendments proposed by Senators but not 
yet offered. These would be in order when 
offered. He said the Finance committee's 
amendment was now before the Senate, and 
that Senator Martin, of Kansas, should be 
recognized lo discuaa the question. It was 
!) o'clock when Senator Martin began a plea 
for freo coinage of silver. At frequent in- 
tervala ho was interrupted by demands for 
roll calla when it became evident thut a 
quorum was not. in tho chamber. 

During ono of tho intervals Senator Stew- 
art read u letter wurniug him to desist from 
obstructing legislation" or ho might be 
blown up with dynamite. The reading 
merely provoked a laugh. 

The hours dragged wearily along until 
il), when un incident occurred which de- 
monstrated tho helplessness of the Senate 
undor tho present system of rules. Senator 
Voorheea arose, dialing under the continued 
roll calls tho silver men were forcing to hold 
their tired adversaries on tho rack, and 
petulantly demanded of Senator Frye, of 
Maine, who was in the chair, to what ex- 
tent the privilege of calling for u quorum 
ould be abused. "In tho terms of tho 
ules," said Pryo, "there >s no limitation, 
und tho chair knows no power in tho pro- 
siding oliicer to place a limitation." Voor- 
lees sank back in his seat and tho roll call 
brought forty-four unwilling victims into 
tho chamber. 

As soon as the announcement was mado 
Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania, suggested 
tho absence of a quorum. Ho did it, ho 
said, because the decision of tho chair put it 
absolutely in tho power of ono Senator to 
block legislation. "Tho Seuato of tho 
United States," said Seuutor Frye with 
gravity that caused tho galleries to tittor, 
' is tho moat dignified legislative body in 
the world, and tho framers of its rules did 
not Blippose any Senator would violato tho 
proprieties or decencies of the Senate. 1 ' 
Tho theory of thu conBtitation," naid Sonu- 
tor Quay disgustedly. " may be nuaerted by 
tho chair, but our recent experience has 
shown the Senate to bo very differently 
constituted.' 1 Ho then withdrew tho sug- 
gestion, but Senator Carey, of Wyoming, 
who evidently desired to show the country 
exactly how powerless tho Senato wus, re- 
peated it. 

At 9:45 Senator Dubois blandly suggoatcd 
thut only seventeen senators were presont. 



Forty-six sonators appeared. Before Sena 
tor Stewart proceeded Senator Harris of 
Tennessee presented an amendment, which 
ho said he would offer in duo time. Senator 
Stewart continued, being interrupted from 
time to timo by calls of a quorum. Several 
sonatorB were excused on tho plea of illness 
and fatigue, and'tho quorum diminished to 
tho danger lino and then disappeared. It 
wus broken by the refusal of certain silver 
Democruts to vote. 

Finally, at 1:40 a.m., when it was found 
impossible to got together a quorum, Senator 
Voorhees roso and Baid ho felt that he had 
done his duty in tho matter, and moved 
udjnurnment. The motion was unanimously 
agreed to, and in un instant the chairs of 
tho chamber were dcBerted, afrer a session 
of thirty-eight hourB and forty minutes. 

CABLE NEWS. 



ICoynl Wedding on Cnnvnii. 

London, Oct. 13, — A dispatch from 
Copenhagen says that by command of Queen 
Victoria Prof. Tuxcn, an eminent Danish 
painter, iB engaged upon a picturo of tho 
ceremony of tho wedding of the Duke and 
Duohessof York. It will bo a gigantic can- 
vas, as tho dimensions are 40x15. Prof. 
I'uxon is now at Fredenborg, and among tho 
portraits upon which ho is engaged aro thoso 
of tho King and Queen of Denmark, tho 

inceus of \\ alos, the Czarowitch, and the 
Danish princes and priucesees who were 
present. The moment choaen for tho repre- 
sentation is whilo the Duke of York and hia 
brido ure kneeling beforo tho ultur receiving 
the benediction of tho Archbishopof Canter- 
bury. 

Wolverhampton's Benefactor. 
London, Oct. 13.— Tho will of tho late 
Edwin Butler, of the Springfield browery at 
Wolverhampton, who recently died while in 
tho United States on a visit to tho World's 
Fuir, was offered for probate to-day. It be- 
queaths 500,000 for tho benefit of tho resi- 
dents of hia town. Of this §25,000 is to bo 
devotod to tho erection of a workingman's 
club and public reading room, whilo the in- 
terest on the remainder is to keep in order 
tho publio parks and provide musical at- 
tractions thero during the summer, 

The New Canndlnn Knight. 

London, Oot. 13.— Tho unofficial state- 
ment that Hon. C. H. Tupper, Minister of 
Murine und Fisheries of the Dominion of 
Canada, has been created a knight com- 
mander of tho Order of St. Miohael and St. 
George in recognition of his services as 
BritiBh agent at the recent Behring Sea 
arbitration, is confirmed to-day by an offi- 
cial announcement in the court circular. 
Somo of tho morning papers, in commenting 
on the honor as boing well beatowod, call 
attention to tho fact that the United States 
has no reward of merit that it can bestow 
upon its dolegatcs. 

Decline In Furs. 

London, Oct. 13. — Thero is now a gen- 
eral expectation that tho prices of furs will 
suffer a decline, especially as regards fur 
Boal, bear, marten and mink, and tho pro- 
spects aro Bpoken of aa gloomy unless busi- 
ness generally soon shows signs of improve- 
ment. 

To Supprc** Unndlttl. 

New Guatemala, Guutomalu, Oct. 13.— 
Tho Governmont has ordered troops from 
Quctzeltonang to tho Mexican frontier to 
Buppress the bandits who aro making travel 
unsafe, and havo attacked and robbed 
rancheB. It is still believed in well-in- 
formed circles that theso bandits in reality 
are revolutionists, and that their brigandage 
is the firBt step on a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. 



RT. HON. JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN. 

His Opinions on the Yacht Race mid the Sil- 
ver Question. 

New YORK, Oct. 13.— Joseph Chamber- 
lain, member of Parliament, started yester- 
day ufternoou with hia two sons, Austin and 
Neville, on tho Wurd lino steamer Niugara 
for Nassau, New Providence. On*the sub- 
ject of tho Vigilant-Valkyrie raced, Mr, 
Chamberlain said : "I am afraid that as far 
as yachting ia concerned we Englishmen 
iuvo to throw up our hunds to you Amori- 
:ans. There is no doubt but what the beBt 
boat won. Yea, I know Mr. Jamiesou, tho 
reputed chullenger for next yeur, well. He 
is u thorough sportsmun and will spare 
neither timo nor money to achieve a 
victory." 

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking of tho dead- 
lock in the Senate, suid : " My opinion is 
that the Americans aro tho most patient 
people on the face of tho globe. Such an 
outcome from an oigunized system of ob- 
struction would bo impossible in Eugluud, 
und, I venture to Buy, even with my foot on 
New York soil, that England ia far more 
democratic than America." When asked 
for hia own opinion with regard to tho silver 
bill, Mr. Chamberlain replied : " My 
opinion, or rather my conviction, as regards 
n monetary standard for England is a matter 
of record. I presume, bo far us America is 
concerned, I would say that the timo for ex- 
periments is over. Repeal is ubiolutely 
necessary for America, even big and strong 
as she is, she is not big or strong onough to 
bear the burden of the silver of the world."

Plantns's Old Roman Comedy Produced in 
New York. 

New York, Oct. 13.— Mgr. Sutolli, tho 
apostolic delegate, arrived this morning 
from Washington, to witness tho prelimi- 
nary production by tho students of tho 
class of philosophy of St. Francis Xavier 
College, of the comedy of "The Two Cap- 
tives," by tho old Roman dramatist, 
Plant us, this afternoon in tho theatre of 
tho college Archbidhop Corrigan, Bishop 
Wigger and other prelates, with a largo 
number of members of tho priesthood, will 
bo among tho guests. Tho Latin text of 
tho German critic Fleckoisen will bo used 
in the presentation. Tho production, which 
is preliminary to tho first formal presenta- 
tion at Chicago nnxt week, is in recognition 
of the fact that 200 yeira havo elapsed since 
the first Latin bcIiooI was founded by the 
Jesuit fathera in New York city.

Ottawa, Oct. 13.— Several letters wore 
receivod in tho city to-day from J. R. 
Hooper ; ono to tho editor of a local paper, 
in which Hooper protests againBt the efforts 
made to prejudice him in tho eyes of the 
public. Ho says ho has a good defence, and 
will meet his accusers at tho proper time.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Christopher Robinson Will Act In tho Mani- 
tobiv School Case— Heavy Damages 
AcaliiBt tho City. 

Toronto, Oct. 13— (Special)— Christopher 
Robinson was askod whether he intonded to 
act for Manitoba before tho Supreme Court 
on Tuesday next. "I shall be in Ottawa 
on Tueaday," he said, " and I shall go ex- 
pecting to appear on Manitoba's Bide of the 
cubo. I am not certain, of course, what I 
shall do, but if the Court wishes me to act, 
I shall. It ia nor true that I am loth to act, 
I am not unwilling nor am I especially 
anxious. 

Last February Mrs. Wilson fell on a 
slippery sidewalk and sustained permanent 
injuries, having been confined to her bed 
ever since. She brought suit against 
tho city, and the jury awurded her $3,000 
damages. ThiB is the heaviest verdict ever 
awarded in a sidowalk accident. 

Lt.-Col. John I Davidson definitely de- 
clines nomination for the Mayoralty, but 
Aid.

ITS DEATH INEVITABLE. 

Bradlangh'a ''National Reformer'' About to 
Stop Publication. 

London, Oct. 13. — A sensation has beon 
created in radical and free-thought circles 
throughout tho country by the announce- 
ment that with tho present week the Na- 
tional Reformer, tho noted weekly estab- 
lished 33 years ago by the lute Charles 
Bradlaugh, will coubo to exist. For over a 
quarter of a century this journal furnished 
tho lato champion of English republicanism 
a large income, and its columns were tho ex- 
clusive medium of Iub terrific fusiladea 
against tho church and tho state. At ono 
timo its circulation was in the neighborhood 
of a quarter of u million weekly, and id 
was regarded as one of tho most valuable 
properties in the metropolis, outside of tho 
duilies. Its decay is attributed partly to 
the docouao of its founder, partly to tho 
rapid dwindling in lute yours in tho rankB 
of the atheistic element, and partly to tho 
fact, that English radicals prefer to take 
their politics "straight" rather than to 
have them mixed with iconoclastic irreligiou.

When the firat seizures were made — in 1887, 
the reaBon for those seizures should havo 
been demanded, and tho matter settled 
then. Had any other nation acted in the 
samo way, there would have been moro 
heard of it, but because it was the United 
States, tho thing was put off and finally 
passed over. Then the sealing business waa 
in its infancy. Now considerably more 
money is inveated, and the loss is conse- 
quently greater. The recommendations of 
the arbitrators must be ratified by all the 
interested nations. If this is not done, the 
United States will clearly keep out of tho 
agreement, for they can easily Beo that tho 
schooners would be put under a foreign flag, 
but this step on tho part of the Canadian 
vessels Mr. Marvin did notwholly approve."

Statuary Representation of the Entrance or 
Civilization Into California.

account of the easier condition of money 
and their confidence in the repeal of the 
ailver bill. Tho total sales were unusually 
heavy, amounting to 304,826 shares.

Northorn preferred, 10S.[ ; Missouri Pacific, 
22; Northern Pacific, li^J ; do. preferred, 
IS) ; Oregon Improvement, 8 ; Pacific Mail, 
14 j Southern Pacific, 17i ; Union Pacific, 
15Ji Western Uuion Telegraph, 80.J. Bar 
Silver, 72c per ounce.

R G. Dun & Co., in their weekly re- 
port of Irado say : The Government crop 
reports have not helped speculation, becauso 
they aro not in harmony with prevailing 
judgments. Wheat has weakened lj cents, 
though tho Government reports would in- 
dicate a yield of only 301,000,000 bushels - 
so small, indeed, as to warrunt a much 
higher price. The Western roceiptB for tho 
week havo been 6,064,648 bushels, against 
8,301,979 last year, while Atlantic ex- 
ports have fallen to 021,801 bushels 
Pork products are unchanged. But either 
wheat or po k would be very much stronger 
if full confidence were placed in tho ollicial 
estimates. Thore is less evidence of re- 
covery in tho great industries than haB ap- 
peared for some weeks past. The monthly 
report of tho iron ou> put, for October last 
shows a decreaso of 10 000 tons weekly in 
September, being 73,893 ton* weekly against 
83,424 last month and 158,027 a year ago. 
Since May 1 the decrease la ubout 00 per 
cent., and unsold stocks also slightly 
increased, while prices aro the 
lowest yet reaohod. Tho demand for 
finished products has started nearly twenty 
moro mills at work though at " cut-throat " 
prices, sinco it falls much below tho capacity 
of the mills now in operation. In textile 
manufactures, tho number of mills closing, 
wholly or partly, is again about as great us 
the number resuming work, and industries 
aro further disturbed by important strikes 
against a reduction in wsg's, ono in tho 
Providonco region affecting 15,000 persons 
it is said. 

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say : The ex- 
ports of wheat and flour bb wheat, from both 
coasts of the United States and Canada, 
this week, equal 2,862,641 bushels, compar- 
ed with 3,189,091 buahela last week, 3,025,- 
994 bushels in tho same week last year, and 
4 093,447 bushels in 1891 Tho visible sup- 
ply of whout in tho United Slates and Can- 
uda increased 3,470,000 bushels last week, 
againBt un increase of 1,888,000 busholsin tho 
preceding week. The decrease iu Europe and 
Australian stocks, however, caused tho total 
world's wheat Btock to increase only 13,- 
074,000 buahela. Tho bank suspensions in 
September were fow and unimportant. The 
resumptions woro much moro numorous. 
On October 1, 15 per cent, of tho 507 banks 
whioh suepended during the nine months, 
with aggregate liabilities of 3108,000,000, 
hud resumed. Tho bank clearingB at 77 
cities for tho week aggregated §903,813,000, 
tho amount Blightly exceeding that of last 
wook, but 23 per cent, smallor than 
in the corresponding week last 
your. There were 400 failures 
iu the United Statos against 305 lust week 
and 191 in this week last yoar. Tho warm 
weather unfavorably affectod the drygoods 



demand at Montreal, where retailors' stock 
are extremely light. Ocoan froights are ad- 
vancing. All tho space for October is taken 
up in untic'pation of navigation closing. 
Naval stores and comont aro higher. 
At Toronto thero is a fair trade 
in drygonda nnd groceries, and grain 
is depressod. Collections aro fairly 
satisfactory, Halifax reports the lobster 
catch fair, but tho quality of codtiah is not 
up to tho average, Drygoods are in fair 
demand, with collections improving Can- 
adian hunk clearings aggregate §19,321,904, 
a decrease of 1 per cent, from last week, 
and a decreaso of 11 per cent, from last 
year.

ANTIPODEAN NEWS. 



New Caledonian Convict Decapitated 
by the Guillotine That Killed 
Louis XVI. 

Government Retrenchment iu Victoria 
—Big Gnu Explodes on a 
Jj'reucli War Ship. 



Steamer TanaiB, from Noumea, brought 
particulars with regard to the action taken 
by tho French Senate in granting a sub- 
vention to the French company operating in 
tho Now Hebrides. The French papers re- 
ceived by tho steamer expressly state that 
it is only a question of a few months, per- 
hapB earlier, when tho French Republic will 
declare a protectorate over tho archipelago 
of the New Hebrides. Statistics of tho ex- 
port of rnincralB from Now Caledonia be- 
tween tho years 1872 and 1S91 aro published, 
showing tho valuo to havo been 51,000,000f. 
Since 1891 the export of all kinds of minoral 
ores has lirRely increased, and it is now 
greater than at any period in tho history of 
tho French penal colouy. A convict named 
Buquet was executed at Noumea on August 
14. Tho guillotino wus used, and it was 
discovered lor the first time iu Noumea that 
tho engine of death that decapitated tho 
convict is the Do Sanson, the same, it is 
said, that cut off the heads of many of the 
Girondins and tho head of Louis XVI., u 
contury ago. 

A telegram received at Melbourno from 
Benalla states that tho railway platform 
there was tho scene of considerable excite- 
ment upon tho arrival of the Sydney express, 
the cause being the arrest of Joo Goddard, 
tho well-known pugilist. Immediately God- 
dard stepped out of the carriage Seigeant 
Coucho intimated his intention of arresting 
him as an alleged absconding insolvent. 
Goddard offered no objection, and returned 
to the carriage for his luggngo. He then ro- 
fused to leave tho carriago, and gave the 
sorgeant and two constables a great deal of 
trouble, for along time successfully resisting 
tho combined efforts of tho thren officers to 
drug him out. Evontually ho was removed 
from the carriage, placed in a cab and taken 
to tho lockup. 

Formidable opposition is threatened to 
the Bank of Vun Diemen's Land Lottery 
Bill, which stands for tho third reading in 
tho Tasmanian Assembly to-morrow. At a 
meeting held in Launceston of tho clergy of 
all denominations it was resolved to hold a 
public meeting of citizens on Monday, to 
petition Parliament againBt the passing of 
the measure. 

Tho New Zealand Electric Syndicato has 
received a cablegram from London stating 
that the select cominitteo appointed by the 
House of Lords and the House of Commons 
to inquire into the dispute between the 
telephone and tramways ro the use of earth 
as a return circuit has been decided in favor 
of tho tramways. 

Letters from the New Hebrides by the 
French mail steamer, via Noumea, Btato 
emphatically that strong representations are 
to be made to the French Government ask- 
ing for the declaration of a French protec- 
torate over the group. It is stated that tho 
period of tho joint agreement between 
Britain and France for tho control of the 
New Hebrides has expired, or iB about to 
expire, and the time is opportune for French 
annexation. New Caledonia, which has 
always looked upon the Now Hebrides as a 
dependency of its own by natural proximity, 
as well as by settlement and vested interest, 
is agitating in tho same direction. Business 
communications from the New Hebrides 
point to tho fact that the French Govern- 
ment lias, within the past few months, made 
a grant of £15,000 to the French New Hebri- 
des Company for the purpose of promoting 
settlement uud encouragiug trado. 

There was a largo gathering at Albury 
Globe hotel on the occasion of a dinner given 
to teat a new system of preserving meat. 
Six weeks ago a sheep was killed and locked 
up in a room by a committee, who examin- 
ed the carcase at intervals. LiBt night the 
meat, dressed in various ways, riroved ex- 
cellent. Among those present were medical 
men, pastoraliste, bankers, stock agents, 
and other leading residents. All spoke 
warmly in praiso of the results. Mr. T. 
A Meek, who takes a leading part in tho 
movement, stated that the promoters hoped 
to be able to ship meat without freezing by 
thia process. It was decided to experiment 
with a bullock. Particulars of the process 
wero not disclosed, except that it includes a 
16 hours' fumigation of the carcase. 

A French man-of wur from Tahiti arrived 
at Noumea a few days before the steamer 
Tanais lett there for Sydney on 20th August, 
und brought word that a gun burst on board 
the French cruiser Duguay Trouin lying in 
thehaiborof Papeete. A large number of 
meu were injured, and the immediate gun's 
crew suffered terribly. The ship was dam- 
aged to Borne extent. Heavy parts of the 
gun were blown to great distances, some 
pieces weighing several hundredweight being 
thrown over tho foreyard, 230ft. from the 
gun. Five men wero picked up in a fright- 
ful condition, distlgur. d almost beyond 
recognition. Four of them expired soon 
after reaching the hospital, including the 
chief gunner. The fifth man will probably 
recover. Tho dispatch boat Pourvoyeur 
wus the bearer of the news of the accident 
to Now Caledonia. The disaster appears to 
have happened in a way similar to an acci- 
dont on board the British cruiser Cordelia 
some time since. 

The Government of Victoria has revised 
the Estimates, and euooeeded in saving a 
further Bum of £175,0(10. The principal 
savinga are £50 000 in tho Public Works 
Department, £5(1,000 on the municipal sub- 
sidy, and £25, 000 in tho Post office. A 
considerable saving will bo made in the 
Railway Department, hut tho saving will 
go towards any decrease in the estimated 
revenue. With this £175,000 saving, und 
£100,000 which is expected to be received 
from tho recently imposed primage duties, 
it is estimated that the expenditure will bo 
brought within tho estimated revenue. 
Ministers think that Parliament should 
take steps this session to impose un in- 
come tux, so us to begin to reduce tho 
accumulated deficit of £1, -100,000. If 
tho Houao thinks otherwise, tho Govern- 
ment vi ill not regard the refusal to adopt the 
incomo tux as a voto of want of confidence. 
Tho Amended Public Service bill has been 
circulated. It dispenses with tho present 
commissionera, and vesta their powers iu the 
Audit CommiEaionera, who will perform the 
duties without additional aalury. Tho prin- 
cipal features of thn amended bill aro as 
regards tho various classes of tho service, 
which has the effect of considerably reducing 
the maximum and minimum salurics of the 
various classes. Tho maximum salaries in 
tho first class will he £000, instead of £700, 
and tho minimum aalury of thn fifth class 
will bo £40, insteutl of £80. Hitherto 
officers havo received annual increments, 
anel it was only a question of _timo_ boforei 
they obtained tho maximum in their class. 
In tho new bill each class is divided into 
subdivisions. Promotion from one sub- 
division to anothor must bo recommended 



by the permanont head, by the Minister, 
uud by tho Audit Commissioners. 

At a recent meeting of tho Queensland 
Executive Council somo further dismissals 
anel other chunge in tho various depart- 
ments wero decided upon in pursuance of 
tho Government retrenchment Bcheme. It 
was decided to grant tho rolease of tho pas- 
sengorB by tho steamer Chingtu, quarantined 
at Thursday Island on uccount of the out- 
break of smallpox on board tho steumor. 

Representatives of tho various banks of 
Brisbuno huve decided to increase tho in- 
terest rateB on fixed depoBitB by one-half per 
cent., thus conforming to the alteration re- 
cently mado in tho Southern colonies. 

G. R. Burns, member for Townsville, has 
given notico in the Queonsland Assembly of 
a motion : " That, in tho opinion of this 
House, tho territorial separation of 'the 
northern portion of tho oolony is desirablo, 
and would bo for tho best intorests of tho 
whole country." Cpon this motion, Mr. 
Phillips, member for' Carpentaria, has givon 
notice of an amendment: "That no pro- 
posal for territorial separation which in- 
volves tho dismemberment of Western 
Queensland is acceptable to the House." 

At the first general meeting of tho mem- 
bers of tho United Trado Defence Asaocia- 
tion of Victoria, held at Melbourno, tho 
chairman said that a poriod had now boon 
reached when those interested in tho differ- 
ent branches of tho liquor trado would havo 
to act together in order to protect them- 
solves against cIubs legislation. Tho princi- 
pal objects of the association are : " To 
oppose over-legislation anel any changes in 
the existing laws by which tho interests of 
members would be prejudicially affected, 
without juat compensation being provided : 
to roduce tho burden of taxation within 
limits which will bo conducive to tho high- 
est development of the trado ; to muintuin 
and protect the standard quality of trade 
Btaples in tho interests of tho public health 
and morality, and to further by every pos- 
sible means tho assimilation of the tariff in 
all the colonies with the view of tho federa- 
tion of the Customa." Aftor discussion 
upon the need of such an uaaociation, the 
rules wero adopted, uud a strong central 
council was appointed. 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The Deep Sea Fleet Bound For Victoria— 
Schooner on Fire tit l'ort Angeles. 

Through tho timely aid of tho steamer 
Willupa, Thursday morning, tho two- 
masted sealing schooner Achilles, Cupt. 
Artes, was saved from total destruction by 
lire iu Port Angeles harbor. About 4 
o'clock firo was discovered in tho forward 
hatch, and was faBt making headway. Tho 
captain and crew had ubundoned hopo and 
wero about to leave the schooner when tho 
Willapa cunts by on its way from Neuh 
Bay to Seattle. At once Cupt. Horno 
responded to the signal for help, and camo 
up ulongside, giving the seemingly fated 
schooner his hose, turning on tho pumpB, 
when the firo was extinguished iu about 
thirty minutes. But for thia timely holp 
tho schooner would have been a total loss. 
Tho damage will amount to §1,500. 

BOUND FOB tmiTISH COLUMIIIA. 

Among the large ocean vessola now on 
their way to Victoria, are : The British 
bark Primero from Acapulco, tho German 
ship Gutenburg from Glusgow, tho steam- 
ship Empress of Japan now en route to 
Yokohama, the British barka Archer, 
Martha FiBher, Ainsdale and Astoria from 
Liverpool, British ship Candida from Lon- 
don, steamship Miowera from Australia, 
the British ship Waldcn Abbey from Yoko- 
hama, and the steamship Tacoma from 
China and Japan. Boaides the-so thero are 
many others ou their way to Victoriu, bov- 
erul having to como to Royal Roads for 
orders. Tho tonnage in port is as usual at 
this time of year very heavy. 

THE BOWDEN PREPARING TO SAIL. 

Schooner William llowden shifted from 
the W. P. Sayward mill to the outer wharf 
in tow of tho tug Lome yesterday afternoon. 
The Bowdcn ia loaded with 588,402 feet of 
rough lumber and 35,000 laths, the wholo of 
which is valued at about $7,000. 

MARINK NOTES, 

Tug Active came iu from the Straits yes- 
terday morning after towing the American 
bark Hespcr, lumber laden fot Adelaide, to 
sea. She will tow tho five masted schooner 
Louia from tho Royal Roads up to the 
Hastings mill, where tho latter loada lumber 
for Iquiqui.

A NOTABLE EXCEPTION. 

A good deal has been Baid lately about 
the 'depreciation of commodities and the 
appreciation of gold. It iB quite true that 
a great many commoditiea are Bold cheaper 
now than thoy were over before. There 
can bo no doubt that in all civilized coun- 
tries a man can get moro for a given sum of 
good money — gold or its recognized equiva 
lent — to-day than he could in tho early part 
of the present century. Quite a warm con 
troversy is going on as to the cause of this 
lowering of values. Some contend that it ia 
caused by the improvement in labor-saving 
machinery and in many of the processes 
of manufacture, while others hold 
that it is chiefly due to the appreciation of 
gold. It is not so much, they say, because 
commoditiea generally have gone down in 
value aa that gold has risen. Tho contro 
versy is interesting, and, as conducted by 
some disputants, instructive. It would be 
presumption in us to say which side has the 
best of the argument, but our attention has 
been drawn to oue pleasant and cheoringset 
of facta that may help tho reflecting inquirer 
to form his own conclusions. 

It has been found that whilo almost every 
thing else has gono down in price there 
muneration of laborha8 gonoup. Workeraof 
almost all kinds got moro for their labor 
than they did, say, forty years ago. Most 
men past middle-age remember how low 
wagea were in their boyhood and how dear 
some of what are now considered the neces 
aaries of lifo were. Colonel Wright, an 
American financier, has been making en 
quiriea relative to the wages paid from 1SG0 
to 1891. He tinda, taking 100 to start from, 
as representing the average rate of wagea in 
18u0, that it had in 1873 increased to 148.3 
gold. But the riso did not atop at the latter 
date. The rate of wagea kept on increasing, 
until, in 1891, it reached 100.7. When 
a wider view iB taken the showing 
iB even better than this, for if tho relative 
importance of each occupation be considered 
as shown by the number of persons em- 
ployed in it, the average increase was to 
187.'!, 147.4 and to 1891, 108 0. This means 
that for every dollar a working man re- 
ceived in I860, ho in 1873 reoeivod SI, 47. 40, 
and in 1891, SUOS.GO. Previoua to 1881 tho 
incrcaso was irregular, but between 1881 to 
1891, it waa Btoady, This applies to all 
workers for wagea, school teaohors being 
takon aa the representativea of tho profes- 
sional clasa. 

Tho dcoroaae in tho price of tho 
neceeaariea and the comforta of lifo 
iB ovon moro surprising than tho inoreaao 
of the remuneration of the wago camera. 
An averago of fiftoon farm produots increas- 
ed from 100 in 1860 to 117.7 in 1873, and 
thon foil to 97.1 in 1891. With regard to 
tho fall of prices in other commodities the 
New York Commercial Bulletin gives the 
following information : 

Assuming tho prices in 1800 to have been 
100 tho prices of apecitio varieties of Bhirt- 
in/>B foil, from 1873 to 1891, from 135 to 
71.7; bar iron, from 147 to 72 4; cut nails, 
150 5 to 59 4; pocket knives, 105.3 to 09; 
soythes, maple chairs, cano-aoated, 120 to 70. 
Certain toxtiles are tubulated on tho basis of 
100. These fell in price from 1873 
to 1891 in the following ratios, 
Two-ply ingrain carpot, 211.9 to 104 6; 
blankets, 11, 4, 5 lbs., 140 to 100 ; chocks, 
black und white, all wool, 158 9 to 94 4 ; 
Amoskeug denims, 185.1 to 100 ; New York 
Mills Bhirtiug, 4 4 bleached, 193.4 to 102.4; 
woman's hosiery, 183.4 to 83.4.

Yester- 
day wo denied the truth of tho statement, 
and demanded tho names of tho electors 
whom Mr. Davie iB alleged to have can- 
vassed. The Times, in reply, instead of 
producing tho proof we required, childishly 
asks, how do wo know that Mr. Davie did 
not canvass votes for Mr. Murphy ? Our 
contemporary does not seem to know 
that whon it makes a positive asser- 
tion of that kind, it is - bound in 
honesty either to provo what it 
says or to retract its statement. Our con- 
temporary doos neither tho one nor the other, 
thereby showing that it has neither prciof 
nor principle This was to bo expected;

ments at random, and when asked for tho 
evidence on which thoy are based, it 
answers like a saucy schoolboy. There is 
no truth in tho assertion respecting Mr. 
Davie's canvassing for Murphy, aud it is 
evident now that, tho Timea published tho 
falsehood knowing it to bo false.

CONSUMPTION. 



Tho Canadian Magazine for October con. 
tains an exceedingly interesting and in- 
structive urticlo on " Consumption — A 
Hopeful Outlook," by John Ferguson, M. A., 
M 1) , Ph.D. Every ono knows what 
dreadful ravages this disease makes, and 
ovory ono wou d like to know whether there 
art. uny means of curing it or of making it 
less prevalent. Dr. Ferguson doeB not say 
much about curing consumption, but ho ia 
far from holding that it ia incurable. Ho be- 
lieves, however, thut by using means that 
recommend themselvea to every man's com- 
mon Bonse, its ravages can be toeomo extent 
stayed. Ho tolls us that there aro in 
this Dominion of Canada overy year ten 
thouBand deaths from consumption. He olso 
informB U8 that in Britain, Cunada and the 
United States about ten per cent, of the 
total death rato is duo to consumption ; in 
some instances, as in Maine, it has reached 
fourteen. As every onn muat have observed, 
the disease is most deadly among the young. 
Dr. Ferguson says that between the uges 
of 15 and 45 years ahout one-third of thoso 
who die perish of thia disease ; while from 
tho ages of 15 to 35 nearly one-half the 
deaths are due to it. 

Tho disheartening belief that consump- 
tion is hereditary, and that there is no usu 
in fighting against it, Dr. Ferguson informs 
ua ia not now ncurly so general 
among the ableat observers a8 it 
used to bo. He doea not deny 
that conaumption, or a predisposition to con- 
sumption, muy bo inherited, but ho agrees 
with Dr. Walahe, who ha8 come to tho con- 
clusion that heredity has much less to do 
with consumption than iB commonly sup- 
posed. Ho has no doubt that tho diseuse is 
infectious, and he points out that it is often 
very difficult to determine whether it, in a 
givon caae, haa boon inherited, or whether 
it haa been " caught " by being in com- 
munication with some one who haa been 
suffering from tho disease. If, aa ho moro 
than BUBpects, many ot those who die of 
consumption have contracted tho disease 
by breathing air contaminated by 
the expectorations of a consumptive 
patient, or by coming in contact with auch 
a patient in Bomo way, an effectual moans of 
preventing tho spread of the malady im- 
mediately presents itself. Persons known 
to be suffering from tho disease should, 
like those ill of Btnultpox or typhoid 
fever, bo strictly isolated. Kveryono 
knows that tho reverse of this is 
tho custom. Friends and rclutives 
think it their duty to visit a con- 
sumptive, to cheer him and to keep him 
company. The truth ia thut in niuo case8 
out of ton tho visitor doea the patient hurm 
instead of good, and besides, runs tho risk 
of getting the diseuBo himself, or of 
carrying tho seeds of it to his house- 
hold. With a diseaso like conaumption 
every attention should bo paid to tho meuna 
of prevention. This aecma to bo the only 
way, or almost the only way, of decreasing 
the mortality which it causes. How eon- 
sumption may be provented iB indicated in 
the following passage from Dr. Ferguaon'a 
article : 

Thus it is that insanitary surroundings, 
unhealthful occupations, insufficient nutri- 
tion in quantity, quality und variety, pro- 
paro the soil for the tubercular germ. 
This germ is ono of tho ir.oBt ubiquitous 
known. It iB found almost ovorywhoro ; 
and if a person doea not live proporly tho 
chances of the germs making an inroad 
upon the system aro enormously increased. 
On tho othor hand, aa d' Espine has shown, 
good food, good homos, and regular habits 
reduco tho rate in every 1,000 douths from 
233 to 08. 

Thia article is on excellent ono, and will 
well repay a careful perusal.

Tub Police Commissioners having inves- 
tigated t ho charges preferred against Ser- 
geant Huwton in connection with his recent 
visit to the Central school, commend him 
for his action la regard to the catapult 
nuisance. The Bergeaut denies having 
searched tho boys or ordered them to pro- 
duce their pocket knives. 

Two o'clock; this afternoon is the time 
fixed for the parade of the headquarter c mi- 
panics of the B.C. B.GA. for tho annual 
inspection, which will bo at Beacon Hill 
park. This will bo the first inspection by 
the new D. A G., Lb. -Col. Peters, and also 
the first turnout of tho battalion since the 
great increase of its authorized strength. 
This being the day of days, it is compulsory 
for every man on the rolls to bo present. 

A UEETINO of the Merchants' Exchange 
Club was held yesterday afternoon, in the 
Board of Trade buildiDg. The committee 
presented a report detailing the plan of pro- 
posed operations, and the nquirements for 
the establishment, and this report was 
adopted On other matters referred to 
them the committee will bo heard from with- 
in fourteen d .ys. It was reported that tho 
membership is now 195, and tho meeting re- 
solved that as soon as the number reaches 
200 the admission fee will bo raised from fj, 
now aharged, to $10. 

The robbery and "kidnapping or mur- 
der" affair at tho Admiralty Head lighthouse 
is still shrouded in mystery. A supposition, 
at first generally discredited, but which is 
now gaining acceptance, is that Harry 
EvanB, the missing son of the lighthouso 
keeper, robbed the place of everything valu- 
able and went off alono in tho lighthouso 
boat. It appears that in this, as in many 
other cases of recent date, British Columbia 
Indians have been blamed for something 
with which they had no connection what- 
ever. 

The case of tho Quetn v. Michael Lynch, 
which was to havo been heard in the Speedy 
Trials court yesterday, was quickly dis- 
posed of, the Deputy Attorney-General en- 
tering a nolle prosequi. Lynch was arrested 
on tho information of a Jopaneee sailor on 
the schooner Ocean Belle, charged with 
having stolen a quantity of sealskins from 
the vessel, the story told by the Jap being 
that a conspiracy had been formed for the 
purpose of robbory by Lynch and the two 
mateB. This yarn was entirely unsupported 
by other evidence, and even the Jap refused 
to stick by it when called to tho witness 
box in the magistrate's court. 

Sinc. Lee, charged with housebreaking 
and attempting to steal jewelry and other 
valuables from 35 Viow street, appeared in 
the Speedy Trials court yesterday before 
Mr. Justice Drake, and was sentenced to 
three months' imprisonment at hard labor. 
Sing presented a sorry spectacle in tho 
dock, having a general appearance of 
dilapidation and one arm in a sling, recover- 
ing from a recent fracture. He was de- 
fended by Liudley Crease, and un attempt 
was made to prove that ho could not have 
been at tho scene of tho housebreaking at 
the hour alleged, his time being otherwise 
accounted for. It was also contended that 
he had not been wearing tho clothing — 
notably the shoes - described as part of the 
housebreaker's outfit. On the other hand 
tho lady of the house and another lady who 
boards there, positively identified the 
prisoner as the man who had come into a 
back room with his boots in his hands, and 
who on being discovered had fled, escaping 
through a front window. Sing being their 
laundryman, and tho ladies thus having pre- 
vious acquaintance with him, this testimony 
went hard against tho prisoner, who was 
dealt with accordingly. 

The San Francisco Call has the following 
on tho now celebrated Leo Fook Bow case, 
which is again before tho courts: Lee Fook 
Bow, tho Chiueso who brought the woman 
Chummee Yung from Victoria, B.C., into 
this country last, April, is being examined 
beforo Uuited States Commissioner Htacock 
on a churgo of perjury. Chummee Yung, it 
may bo remembered, was finally Bent to 
China after she had almost becomo a fixture 
on tho steamer Umatilla. Tho order of tho 
court deporting her was that she should bo 
returned to tho steamer upon which sho 
came, and as the Victoria authorities ro- 
fused to let her laud thore without tho pay- 
ment of a hoad tax of §50, and tho courts 
would not let hor land in this country, sho 
enjoyed a number of trips between this city 
and Puget Sound. Tho charge of perjury 
against Leo Fook Bow is based upon his 
representation last Juno before United 
District Judge Hanford at Seattle, upon 
habeas corpus proceedings that tho woman 
was his wife. Ho said thut sho wae born in 
this oity twenty-fivo years ago, and that ho 
had been married to her fivo years. Accord- 
ing to the story sho had simply gono on a 
visit to Victoria to visit her mother. The 
Federal authorities are ondeavoring to show 
that Chummee Yung was ono of tour Chi- 
nese women who went to British Columbia 
from Hongkong on tho steamer City of Japan 
laBt January. Tho threo othorB wero Sun 
<iue, Wong Guay and Dong See. One of

In being towed out of port by the tug 
Lnrne yesterday afternoon the American 
schooner Wm. Bowden, laden with lumber 
tor Australia, touched a saud bank neur 
Braokman & Ker's flour mill, which held her 
for u short time, and which will prohubly 
occasion a survey to ho held on her to-day. 
She is not, however, taking in water, and 
tl.ereforn cannot be damaged to any extent. 

Word was received from Ottawa last 
evening that Capt. P. M Irving and Capt. 
W. J. Quintan have, by Militia General Or- 
ders, been promoted to tho rank of Major in 
tho B.C. B G A , and that tho former takes 
command of No. 1 company, in placo of the 
Adjutancy which he has held for some 
years. The promotions aro an outcome of 
tho recently authorized increase in the 
strength of t he brigade, and tho provision 
then rnado that oach of the fivo companies 
should be in command of a Major. 

A BAZAAR for the beuelil of St. Barnabas 
church will bo held in Temperance Hall on 
Wednesday and Thursdjy next, the udmis- 
sion to which will be free. Tho baziar will 
bo opened by the Lord Bishop of Columbia, 
on Wednesday afternoon, at .'! o'clock. A 
high tea will bo served on Wednesday even- 
ing from G o'clock to 8, and a lunch will be 
on the tables from noon until '2 p. m. on 
Thursday, at the moderate prico of 25 
cents. On Thursday evening there will be 
a grand concert, admission to which will be 
25 cents. The object of these praiseworthy 
efforts is a most commendable ono, and the 
energy and liberality of tho promoters and 
their coadjutors ought to receive u generous 
support. 

" Any word of the Miowera?" was the 
prevailing question at the C P R. telegraph 
and tickot offices again yesterday. The 
arrival of tho steamer is quite anxiously 
awaited by a few persons in town who hive 
rolatives on board, and by those who ex- 
pected to bo consignees of tho usual fruit 
cargo. Up to tho time of going to 
press she had not been reported 
in the Straits. Sho has now 
been twenty-five days out, and is threo 
days overdue. It is surmised that tho ves- 
sel met with exceptionally rough weather, 
such as provailed a few days ago off this 
coast, and has been thereby delayed. It 
ia evident, however, that the weather could 
not have been very bad all the way across, 
as the Warrimoo, making tho passage tho 
othor way at the eamo time, was not detained 
at all, but arrived when expected. The 
vessel being very staunch and seuworthy, 
and navigated by skilful officers, no appre- 
hension is felt for hor safety, tho worst pos- 
sibility thought of being a break down in 
hor machinery. This would bo serious 
from the fact that her route is perfectly 
lonesome, not a vessel save tho two of this 
lino passing over it, and though the courso 
thoy follow is nominally the same they have 
notsofarsightedeachothor. Should thore huvo 
been an accident of any kind, the first inti- 
mation would naturally como from Hono- 
lulu, in tho news thut tho Miowera had not 
arrived there or had left on such a date, 
or she would, without mishap, havo been 
at Victoria ere this. There aro steamers 
leaving Honolulu for San Francisco threo 
weeks out of every four, but unfortunately 
tho blank week occurs so that tho next boat 
ia not duo at San Francisco until tho 21st.

Thk Mayor reported that ho hud ap- 
pointed Aid D. R. Hurris on tho Cemetery, 
Library and Hack committees. 

The Council went into commit too of tho 
whole on the by-law to amend the Huck 
by law. 

Ald. ROBERTSON and Aid. Baker objected 
to the clause providing for tho removal of 
tho hacks from Government street, holdiog 
thut the people on that street hud not 
petitioned against the hacks, and also that 
the hackuien could not make a living if re- 
moval. They urged that if tho Btreet. were 
kept clean, as it might bo, there would be 
no nuisance. 

ALB Ml-NN also objected to tho clause as 
it at present stood, us he hold it would be 
injurious to the business of tho hacknion to 
move them oil Government street, though 
perhaps it would bo well to regulate the 
number allowed to stand on each block. If 
the hucks were a nuisance on Government 
street, as alleged, tho Council had a good 
deal of nerve to propose to transplant this 
nuisance to Douglas street. 

Ald. Bklvka expressed eurprise that not 
one of tho aldermen who had admitted that 
some change was ntcessary had an amend- 
ment to offer. Ho wus forced to tho con- 
clusion, theroforo, that their objections 
were merely excuses for voting against the 
proposition us u whole. 

Ald. Brago thought the proposition to 
remove the hackB was simply a scheme to 
clear Government street for n double truck 
for tho Truniway compuny. 

Ald. HENDERSON suggested as an amend- 
ment that on Government street two hacks 
he allowed to each block from Johnson to 
Humboldt streot. He wished to know why 
Douglas street, between Johnson and Yutes, 
should be exempt. 

Ald. Belyea — Becuuso the street railway 
occupies one Bide. 

Ald Buker — Aro you working in the 
interest of the tramway company ? 

Ald Belyea — "I haven't any brickyard, 
sol must work something" (Laughter.) 
Ho contended that the hacks would loso no 
business by tho proposed removal, and that 
tho merchants and tho public generally 
would be the gainers. 

Ald. M cnn moved in amendment to in- 
clude Government street from Pandora to 
Humboldt ds a stand. 

Ald Styles protested against expecting 
any hucks to make a living by standing on 
View street, east of Douglas. He ulso ob- 
j-cted to providing for a stand on Brough- 
ton street, east of Government, and he ad- 
vocated placing a few on Broad street. 

Ald. Bragg thought there was such a 
difference of opinion amongst tho aldermen 
that the by-law should be iaid over for fur- 
ther consideration, and, therefore, that tho 
committee shou'd riee. 

Tho amendment offered by Aid. Munn 
wus then put and carried, Aid. Belyea and 
McKillican alone voting nay. 

Ald. Henderson moved in amendment 
that on Douglas streot the northern limit 
for the Btauds bo changed from Yates to 
Johnson street. Carried. 

Ald. BAKER moved that Viow street, east 
of Douglas, [be Btruck out of the list of 
stands. Carried. 

In the clause relating to goods vehicles. 
Yates street, cast of Broad, was added to 
the places authorized, thus leavihg the vehi- 
cles thoro as at present. 

Ald. Henderson remarked that thero did 
not appear to bo much amendment to tho 
by-lnw. (Laughter.) 

Tho report of tho committee was then 
adopted by the Council, Aid. Bolyea and 
McKillican alono voting nay.

Hunting the Wild Goat on t*e Snow- 
Gapped Moun- 
tain, 



A Tough Climb Over Rocky Places 
in Pursuit of 
'(Jaine. 



" Horo you are, just id time to join us," 
was the remark with which I was greeted 
on my arrival at Wharuock, where I found 
my host was planning a Bhooting expedition 
which was to inoludo a climb up the Golden 
Era mountain, on the Blopes of which thero 
was roaaonablo expectation of securing some 
of tho wild goats of tho country. 

Ours was a party of six, Joseph tho Young 
'un, tho Old 'un, Bung, the Captain and 
Auguste tho Guide. It was glorious weathor 
when we started down tho Eraser river, 
pulling with a favorable tide lor Borne 12 
miles to the mouth of Pitt river, when in 
about an hour the tide turned and holped us 
up the live miles to tho end of Pitt lake, 
past tho rood fringed meadows swarming 
with duck, from which point a final 

Eull of some threo miles landed us at the 
ase of the snow-peaked mountain. Tho 
Golden Era is u twin peaked hill of some 
5,;>00 foet elevation, bo wus promptly re- 
alms tened by tho Captain "Tho Gondoliers," 
and it wus with some feeling of anxiety 
that we viewed it on our approach as it 
towered above us. We found an idoal earn- 
ing ground ut tho mouth of u Bmall creek, 
whore, with plenty of wood and on a dry 
beach, we were able to make ourselves very 
comfortable A roaring tire was booh 
started, the boat unloaded, and cooking 
commonced. While getting wuter from the 
creek, it was discovered that it was swarm- 
ing with " hump backed " Balmon, which 
when fresh caught formed an addition to 
suppor not to bo despiBed. A few well 
directed kicks landed four fine fish of 
about six pounds from tho shallow water. 
Aftor Bupper, tho blankets were unstrapped 
and a rush mido for the heavier ones, but 
tho successful ones in the grab found out 
their mistakes next morning when it oamo 
to making up our packs for the climb. It 
\vaa a lovely night, although tho dew fell 
with almoBt tropical force, whilo tho moon 
lit up our friend on which wo were to try 
our strength to-morrow, and the mirror-like 
surface of the lake which disappeared into 
tho vngue shadows of tho timbered hills 
beyond. 

We were up betimes next morning, and 
after breakfast we began to make up uui 
bundles, distribute tho provisions neceasary 
for two days and hido tho remainder among 
the surrounding logs. Only two of the 
party had proper packing straps, ao the 
rest of U8 had to carry our packs of two 
double blankets, some pounds of "hard 
tack,!' bacon, frying pan, axe, 
etc., in tho best shape wo could. 
This was an unwieldy roll, which 
projected beyond our shoulders ready to 
catch in overy tree and overbalance us at 
tho moat critical time. A rifle, a paradox 
and two smoothbores formed our armory, 
while two of tho party made up for their 
deficiency of weapons by packing a little 
extra weight. 

About half paet eight wo got under way 
and were soon struggling up a ateep ridge, 
thickly timbered and impelled with dense 
undergrowth that lay between us and tho 
foot of the mountain. After about SCO feet 
almost perpendicular climb wo descended 
the other side and struck tho mountain 
stream which was to be our road until 
within some 500 feet of the summit. Our 
way now lay over tho bed ot the water 
course, jumping from rock to rock and 
floundering in ami out of pools, whilo here 
and there wo had to help each other over 
especially awkward places. 

We were not all in tho pink of condition 
and tho halt for lunch was most welcome 
when we were able to relievo our shoulders 
from their unaccustomed burdens and try 
to compress our loads into more portable 
shapes. 

The water course is more or less straight 
which made our going fairly good, but we 
had to take to tho bush to circumvent the 
three high falls, ono of which was avoided 
with u good deal of trouble. Here the guide 
had to take us up a ravine which rose for 
some sixty feet almost perpendicular above 
us. Those in front us they clambered on 
their hands and knees, digging their feet 
into the crumbling soil and clutching at 
every root or shrub for support, could not 
avoid loosening a good many rocks which 
rattled around and Btruck those in 
the rear with considerable force and 
impunity. The captuiu was tho last 
and when within a few feet of tho top, u 
root gavo way, his feet lo3t their hold and 
he found himself supported by three fingerB 
on a stone which he momentarily expected 
would give under bis weight. Luckily the 
guide was able to let himself down ugain 
with some of tho packing straps and save 
him from an awkward slip onto tho rocks 
below. After following ttie water course 
for some two miles, we came to the bottom 
of a mighty snow slide, which had mingled 
huge boulders and massive trunks of treea 
on its downward course, utfording us a di- 
rect if rough and steep road towards tho top. 
Here, the want of condition began to tell 
on some of us — so many and frequent were 
the halts us wo climbed over those logs und 
boulders, trying to attribute our want of 
breath to tho rarification of the atmosphere, 

While stopping one wos ablo to pick up 
many interesting specimens of minerals 
among tho rockB, showing gold, copper, and 
especially iron pyrites in largo quantities. 
To a botanist the climb would huvo boen 
one of keen interest, passing us we did rare 
ferns and strange plants in great profusion. 
Not a sign of life did we see on our upward 
journey beyond a few mountain rabbits, 
which Bqaeaked in anger ut our intrusion. 

Everything comes to an end, and at last 
wo reached tho basin between the peults, 
from which tho slido had started; where, 
turning sharply to the right, wo climbed on 
to a sparsely timbered ridgo of moss and 
hcathcr clud rocks, veined with innumerable 
rills of icy water. Aftor clambering ovor 
thecu slopes tor about half a mile, about !> 
o'clock a suitable camping ground was found 
where, owing to the visible signs of distress 
of some of the party, it was decided to stop 
for the night, putting ell' tho uscent of tho 
final peak until the next morning. 

A liro was soon started, and over a 
muchly appreciated meal of bacon und fried 
biscuits wo forgot tho difficulties of the 
day, and jested and chaffed over our numer- 
ous mishaps, Sleep booh found us out, and 
warmly tucked in a weary row of six men, 
did full juetico to tho bed of springy 
heather. Next day at dawn wo wero up to 
watch tho marvelous effect of tho sunriso 
as it lit up peak after peak, until tho whole 
scono was bathed in light, and tho glories 
of tho autumn foliugo on thoso innumerable 
hills shone in thoir full Bplendor. Tho 
guide ossured ue an hour would Btillico to 
reach tho top, so hrcaktuat was postponed 
until our roturn. 

Two of tho party, content with tho eleva- 
tion they had reached, dotormined to try 
for a goat along tho ridgo thoy wero now 
on, whilo tho rest of tho party Btnrted for

the summit. It was a atoep climb over tho 
Biiow, which hardly afforded a auro foot- 
hold ; but at lust wo were thero, and ample 
was tho repayment for tho labor expended. 
Tho first impression was that of a raiaod 
map, where mountains— nothing but moun- 
tains— stretched before tho eye, hero and 
thero clothed in mist, hardly to bo dis- 
tinguished from tho Burrounding anow, 
Deep gorges, shaded in overy hue of green 
until they disappeared into black diBtunco ; 
whilo lower the brilliant autumn tints shono 
ubove tho emerald meadows which fringed 
the creeka and rivers, only perceptiblo as 
streaks of silver through the gauzy mist. 
Here and thero a lako shone in 
the morning sun, set liko a jewel 
amid tho foreBta. Mount Hood, Mount 
liaker and others whoso names wo knew 
not raised their Bnowy alopes in tho dia- 
tance, whilo the town of Tacoma waB just 
visible clustering round tho base of its 
shadowing hill. Eur away a streak of smoko 
marked tho course of some steamer heading 
for Victoria, tho surrounding country 
appearing flat when Been over the rugged 
ritWs below. 

Ic was a sight not to bo forgotten, and it 
was with a aigh of regret that we followed 
the proBaic individual who suggested that 
he was mighty hungry and those two lazy 
fellows below ought to have breakfast ready. 
A bottle was left at tho top containing tho 
names of the party who reached the summit 
on September 20. 1891!. 

Jusi. as we started to descend the echo of 
a report rolled through tho peaks from 
below, and an involuntary halt enabled 
Joseph to get steady aim at a fine old billy 
goat. Down he went over some .'100 
foet of rock, whero ho lay staining tho 
anow crimson from the wound in his 
shoulder. The business now was to get 
him ; bo tho guide and Joseph clambered 
down, but just as they Btartcd over the 
snow a huge floe beeime detached und slid 
within fifty feet of the game, carrying the 
two scared sportsmen on itB surface. Thoy 
Boon, however, rejoined the others, und on 
arrival at the c»mp found the first report 
had meant another goat, chops of which 
were being fried for breakfuat. About 10 
o'clock wo started our downward course, 
which proved easier than wo expected, and 
being able to take our time tho cuns were 
able to bag two and a half brace of ptarmi- 
gan umong the heather. 

At last we reached our old camp at the 
base about five o'clock, just before reaching 
which tho Old 'un, who was leading, man- 
aged to kill a seal which was fishing in the 
shallow water at tho mouth of tho creek. 
Ho was a hoary old veteran with well-worn 
tusks under his gray whiskers. Next day, 
on a dull, misty morning, wo started for a 
"slough" about half way to tho mouth of 
tho river, running through the Pitt 
meadows, where an Indian hut afforded ub 
good shelter from tho drizzling rain. Aftor 
lunch tho two rifles crossed the slough to 
try for a deer on a neighboring hill, while 
tho other four contributed Beven couple of 
duck, with threo teal, us u result of the 
afrernoon's work. 

Just us dusk a riflo shot was heard about 
I!00 yards from the camp, followed by u 
wild yell of triumph, and soon two elated 
sportsmen wero calling for tho boat to curry 
them over, laden with tho prime parts of a 
tine doe which appeared in front, of them 
just as they were lamenting their bad luck 
in returning empty handed. That evening 
after a supper appreciated us meals only can 
ho in camp, consisting of fried trout und a 
savory stew, o'er our pipes and tho lust of 
tho whiskey, yarns wero spun fur into the 
night. Next day after a final turn at tho 
duck, which added three couple to the bag, 
we had a stiff pull against tide and wind 
home, where wo arrived full of pleasant 
recollections of our victory over the moun 
tain which had hidden his diminished heac 
ever since our departure from tho peak.

WOMEN IN OKLAHOMA. 

A Movement to Establish a Women's Settle- 
ment. 

PONCA, Oklahoma, Oct. 13.— A few days 
before the 10th of September announcement 
was made through tho press that Miss 
Annette Daisy wus leading a colony of 
spinsters and widows into tho Cherokeo 
atrip for tho purpose of establishing a 
women's Bettlement. Misa Daisy is a Ken- 
tucky woman, who has taken part in all the 
runs by which lands havo been settled in 
tho territory. This time it was stated sho 
intended to found a community from which 
all men should be excluded. Of tho same 
mind and intention wero nearly 40 women, 
who had accepted Miss Daisy as leader. 
During tho rush and excitement follow- 
ing the opening theBo women, who had 
been in waiting near Arkansas City, wero 
lost sight of.

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ONE WOMAN'S WORK. 



President of the Australasia Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union. 
Miss Jessie Ackerman, president of tho 
Woman's Christian Temperance union 
of Australasia, lias led a busy life. Sho 
is but 88year8 of age and has compassed 
tho world in her missionary labors in tho 
causo of tho white ribbon. Miss Ack- 
erman was born in Boston July 4, 1800, 
.of pilgrim and German stock. "When 





MISS ACKERMAN OF THE W. C. T. U. 
she was about 12 years old, sbe joined 
tho Good Tomplers and began active 
work for the good of society. At 21 sho 
became a grand lecturer and organizer 
for that association and continued the la- 
bor for seven years. 

In 1S8S sho united with tho Woman's 
Christian Temperance union and trav- 
eled in British Columbia and Alaska, or- 
ganizing local unions. During- that time 
she responded to a call to go around the 
world and sailed from San Francisco in 
January, 1880. 

After laboring some tiino in tho Sand- 
wich Islands, New Zealand and the Aus- 
tralian colonics, Miss Ackerman sailed 
for China, inspired by a sense of duty to 
arouse tho women of tho east. She 
found opportunity to speak before largo 
meetings of students and at various mis- 
sionary conferences, and finally at Shang- 
hai she gained the floor in tho general 
missionary conference, and amid great 
enthusiasm formed a National Woman's 
Christian Temperance union for China. 
Sho then returned to the British colonies 
and labored incessantly until 20 new 
unions and a colonial union had been 
organized in New South Wales. Then 
followed a general convention and tho 
formation of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance union of Australia, with 
Miss Ackerman as president. 

During four years (from 1888 to 1S92) 
this indefatigablo young woman trav- 
eled over 4 ,000 miles, spoko through in ■ 
terpreters in 17 foreign tongues, built up 
over 100 unions, administered 5,000 
pledges and drew over 4,000 women into 
tho society. Capacity for hard work 
and organizing ability are not Miss 
Ackerman's only springs of power. 
From tho platform she sways an audi- 
enco with tho force of her appeal and 
the attraction of her personal presence.

INDUSTRIES FOR WOMEN. 



Innovations That No Longer Call Forth a 
Howl of Derision. 

It would bo an excellent schemo if tho 
opportunities for the industrial educa- 
tion of women could bo increased. A 
girl who wishes to earn her own living 
now turns to bookkeeping, stenography, 
typewriting and similar occupations al- 
ready crowded to suffocation or as a last 
resort goes behind a counter. Her choice 
is much narrower than that of a boy of 
her own class, for his list includes not 
only hers, but all of the practical trades 
—those which do not require years of un- 
remunerative book education before they 
yield any money return. Having learned 
his trade, carpentering, plumbing, plas- 
tering, whatever it may be, he is reason- 
ably sccuro of his living if his health 
holds good, since even in tho hardest 
times buildings have to bo altered and 
repaired, and all businesses connected 
with the necessities of life are bound to 
continue. Moreover, ho has the hope of 
ultimately becoming tho master of a 
workshop of his own and the head of a 
corps of employees. 

On the other hand, except for milli- 
nery, dressmaking and artificial flower 
making there arc very few practical 
trades which women follow in any save 
a hopelessly inferior capacity with no 
chance of rising. There are women type- 
setters in the newspaper offices, but no 
women foremen; women carpet sewers, 
but no women who follow tho far pleas- 
anter business of going about and meas- 
uring the rooms to be fitted; women to 
cut off wall paper in the factories, but 
not to mix tho colors or cut tho blocks. 
Why should not women havo an equal 
chance with men to learn and master 
any of tho lighter trades that do not call 
for excessive muscular strain? Charles 
Reade demonstrated to us years ago that 
they made excellent gilders and watch- 
maker! when thoy havo the opportuni- 
ties, and there seems to bo no sufficient 
reason why thoy should not succeed in 
gold and silver smithing, glass setting, 
cabinet making, graining, tho decorative 
part of carriage painting and similar 
trades, skillful workers in which aro al- 
ways in demand. 

Such occupations aro no harder than 
washing, ironing and scrubbing, which 
aro recognized women's work, and thoy 
aro much better paid and offer somo hopo 
of advancement. Fortunately tho old 
fashioned, illogical prejudices regarding 
women's occupations have dwindled 
.wonderfully of lato years, and innova- 
tions no longer call forth a howl of de- 
rision from tho press and public. Me- 
chanical deftness is not a matter of sex, 
and tho hand for tho tool is as likely to 
be a woman's as a man's, and if women 
havo tho chanco to learn and tho courage 
to seizo it there is no reason why they 
should not become as good artisans aa

REIGN OF TERROR. 

Panic Caused by Anarchists In Jerez. 

Madrid, Oct. 13. — A panio prevailed at 
Jerez on Monday evening, when a report 
was circulated that a body of Anarchists in- 
tended to attack the town. Shops were 
hastily closed, windows barrod, doors bar- 
ricaded and valuables hidden. The Mayor 
mobilized the civil guard. The reign of 
terror continued throughout tho night, and 
the civil guards, becoming bolder, pushed 
out into tho country and met, according to 
tho claim made liy the municipal authorities, 
gmups of Anarchists marching toward Jerez 
Tho Anarchists, it is usserted', when ques- 
tioned by the civil guirds, declared them- 
solves to ho workmen on their way to Jerez 
in order to engage in regular occupations 
The authorities claim this was not tho case, 
hut the Auarohists woro ovidently cowed by 
tho prompt mousures taken to put down any 
outbreak.

THE THIUD AND FINAL CONTEST. 

New York, Oct. 13. — Amoiica wins in a 
gulo that splits two spinnakers on Lord 
Dunraveu'a Valkyrie; tho Vigilant wins tho 
third of tho international yacht races, and 
tho cup is ours for another year. The 
trophy remains iu this country and Lord 
Duuraven goes homo without a race to his 
credit. Ho goes with tho satisfaction, how- 
over, ot knowing that ho led tho Vigilant 
by almost two minutes in beating to wind- 
ward 15 miles, and would in all probability 
have won to day's rueo but for tho accident 
to his etinvus. Aa it was, tho Vigilant won 
by forty seconds. 

It wua a day to test seamanship aa well us 
yacht architecture. It was juat the day 
that Lord Dunraven and all tho British 
crow hud prayed for, and tho kind of a day 
in which he still claims thut hi3 yacht can 
sail with tho Vigilant. Ho had been beaten 
in two ruees, ono in a light wind and the 
second still more easily in what Americans 
call a still' breeze — his only hope wua in a 
gale, and the gale split his sails, while tho 
staunch Vigilant came homo under a light 
cloud of canvas with tho wind piping 
through her shrouds and without a mishap 
of any kind. 

The Valkyrie had nn additional 11,210 
pounds of ballast in her hold, and Lord 
Duuraven and hiB friends knew that she 
would make a hotter showing a heavy wind 
and sea than sho haB yot done. They wero 
even hopeful that with u wind sho might 
head off the Vigilant in her run of victorieB. 
Tho additional balhat had increased her 
loud-water lino so that she had u time allow- 
ance of ono minuto and thirty-three seconds 
instead of ono minute and forty-three 
aoconda. 1 * * *

S. F. Chronicle : Tho victory of the 
Vigilant over the Vulkyrio will go far to 
convinco American yachtsmen, ii nobody 
olso, of the superiority of tho centreboard 
typo of yachts over the keel type. The 
Vigilant seems to have done better wind- 
ward work than the Valkyrie, and off tho 
wind it has been universally admitted that 
the centreboard yacht, which is a vessel 
with a movable keel, Bhould have an advan- 
tage. Aa almoat everyone knows, tho 
centreboard grow out of necessity. In sail- 
ing in tho shallow bays and sounds on tho 
Atlantic coast a deep-keel yacht was in 
ditliculties all tho time, owing to her great 
draught. The American yacht builders 
simply borrowed the leeboard of the old- 
time Dutch galliots, but instead of having 
two, ono on each side, they mude one 
and. stuck it dpwn through a well in the

London*, Oct. 15. — A liner day for tho re- 
ception of the Russian fleet could not have 
been wished. Tho cloud was cloudlees and 
the air warm. An hour after duybreak the 
whole town was awake and stirring. Yes- 
terduy excursion trains brought iu .'(0,000 
persons. Before S o'clock two trains from 
Marseilles hud lunded 4,000 or more at the 
atation, and there ure doz.ma of spe ials 
scheduled to follow within the next-18 hours. 
Over 0,000 strangers slept in the opon air 
lust night. By 9 o'clock all were- out in holi- 
day attiro. Every Rtitch of bunting had 
been spread. Bands wero playing und 
crowds were cheering. Tho open space neur 
the town hall and 3treeta loading to it were 
packed so densely that carriages could not 
pass through them. Every tenth man was 
vending souvenirs of tho day. Bunches of 
artificial forget-mo-nots wero sold by thou- 
sands, and hardly a man, woman or child 
waa without a knot of Fronch or Russian 
colors in bat or on breast.

It would Beem, however, from the 
result of the raceB, that the advantage still 
lies with the centreboard, and that tho 
Vigilant, with her "20 feet of beam, is more 
than a mutch for the Valkyrie with her 'JO 
feet af beam and deep keel.

Caledonia has, according to tho latest mail 
advicoa, been successfully laid, and is now 
in working order. When tho steumer Fran- 
cois Arego returned to Banduberg after 
completing tho job congratulatory moaauges 
wero Bent. M. Rouillnrd, the ongineer-in- 
chief of tho cable company, sent thia from 
Now Caledonia : " Wo havo laid tho first 
link in tho Pacitio cablo, und hopo that it 
will prove a peaceful union between tho 
two great nutiena of Frunco and England." 
Measrs. Kidd and Wilson, tbo PostmastirB 
General of Now South Walea and Queens- 
land, thus replied : 41 Wo uccept tho first 
message sent from Gomen through tho New 
Caledonian cable, which hua reached ua on 
board tho Francois Arago through the whole 
length of 900 miles of cable, aud wo congra 
tuluto M. Rouilliard and bia ollicers on the 
auspiciouseveut. Mesara. Kidd and Wi 
heartily reciprocate M. Rouilliurd'a hope 
thut the cable will prove a peaceful unon be- 
tween the great nations of Frunco and Eng- 
land." 

In celebration of tho completion a dinner 
wua held on tho stcamor, at which Hon. 
Authouy Coote, tho representative of the 
French cable company, waa quite explicit 
as to his expectations that the cable across 
the Pacific will bo continued along this 
route. Tho French, he Baid, would not be 
aatiefied until they had laid another girdle 
around tho world They were ever ready 
to act and do the right. Such a peaceful 
link botween tho two great nationa showed 
tho desire to perpetuate the friendly rola 
tions which had already existed for a long 
timo past. 

RAILWAY COLLISION. 

Two Excursion Trains On the MIehlciUl 
Central Run Foul of Each Other With 
Terrible Results. 

Jackson, Mich., Oct. 13. — Two excursion 
trains on tho Michigan Central railway 
collided at tho station hero yeatcrday morn- 
ing. It is supposed that nearly ono hundred 
passengers are killed or wounded. 

Detroit, Oct. 13 — The superintendent of 
tho Michigan Central hero says thut ten 
bodies have been recovered so far, and the 
number of injured ha8 not yet been reported. 
The traina wero tho Delaware and Lacka- 
wanna coach excursion specials. Tho firBt 
section hud slopped to let the puesengerb 
get breakfuBt. It had been Btundiug at tho 
station twenty-six minutes whon tho Bccund 
Bection came smashing into it. The aignul 
aemuphero wus all right, but tho engineer 
claims that his airbrake would not work und 
ho wua powerless to avoid tho collision. 
Both traina were from tho Fast, and started 
from Detroit. It waa probably a rear end 
collision. Tho number of dead und injurod 
are now placed at 160. 

A later dispatch from Jackson Bays : A 
torriblo wreck occurred about ono hundred 
yurds oust of tho passenger depot of thii 
city Hacks and undertakers' wagons are 
rapidly taking away tho dead und wound 
ed. An excursion truin from tho eaat was 
standing ut tho depot, when an excursion 
train o*mo in, the engineer of which lost 
control of tho airbrakes and could not stop 
his truin. ft rushed ut the ruto of 10 milea 
an hour into the train ahead, ploughing into 
it and throwing tho cara in all directions 
Nino curs wero jammed in tho ruina und 
amaahed beyond recognition. Tho wreck 
occurred ut 0:-I0 a.m. The second section of 
the O-iWtgo apicial ran into the rear end c 
t ho first section. Inside of 30 minutea si 
dead wero taken out and tho work had only 
begun. 

The accident, it is now learned, occurred 
because of a misplaced switch. Tho cara 
aro terribly smashed, two of them being 
thrown acroaa tho track. Ono car 
driven entirely through unothor and thoao 
woro turned entirely over. Tho number of 
dead ia now pluced at 45 and tho injured 
will reach at least 00. Hundreds of peopl 
wero aboard tho trains, und they wero 
wedgeil in all kinds of shapes. Somo of t he 
cara wore not badly enough wrecked to ki 
any of the people on board them, and it is 
miraculous, considering the shape tho cars 
were left in, that any at all escaped without 
injury in some of the curs.

Interesting details como by tho Austra- 
lian mails latest to hand of tho circum- 
Btacces attending tho annexation by Great 
Britain of a number of tho islands of tho 
Solomon group, scant news of which wus 
given at the time. When H.M.S. Royalist 
viBited tho Solomon Islands last year tho 
natives expressed a wish for tho establish- 
ment of a British protectorate This was 
mode known to the British Government, 
and H.M.S. Curacoa, which wua selected 
for tbo duty of proclaiming the protectorate, 
left Sydney ou tbo L'-tth of May, with secret 
orders which were not to be opened 
until tho Bhip arrived at Port Mores- 
by. Captain Gibson was alBO entrusted 
with a largo parcel umrkod "secret con- 
tents," which woro ordered to bo discovered 
when tho secret letters wero read. Calling 
at Townsville on route, the Curacoa arrived 
at Port Moresby on 30th May, when tho 
secret orders and parcels were opened. The 
ordora contained instructions to proceed at 
once to tho Solomon Group and proclaim a 
British protectorate. The parcel contained 
30 new Union Juoks, which wero to bo 
hoisted on tho various islands, The Cura- 
coa theretlpcn sailed away to the nearest 
island of tbo group— Treasury Island- 
arriving thero on tho 10th Juno at 
11 a.m. On tho following day (Sunday) 
after Divine service, which was held on 
board, the captain landed with several 
ofliccrs and a guard of blue jackets. The 
native King had collected about thirty 
nativeB, who watched tho proceedings with 
great interest. Hiving erected a flagstaff 
on the beach, tho declaration of tho pro- 
tectorate wub read. Captain Gibson had 
tho declaration interpreted and explained 
to tho King in hia own language. The 
Onion Jack wbb hoisted, tho guard Baluted, 
and tho buglers played tho fan-fare, and 
a feu du joio was fired. As tho ship was 
anchored but a short distance from the shore, 
additional significance wub lent to the 
occasion by tho band on board striking up 
"God Save tho Queen," when the Union 
Jack was run up, tho nutivoB expressing the 
greatest delight. In tho afternoon the King 
and hia attendants paid a visit of state to the 
ship in a war canoe, tho King wearing the 
Uuion Jack us a court uniform. Previously 
he wore no clothing, with the exception of a 
hat and fUnnel shirt; but as the climate 
was warm, scuntinoBS of attiro was the pre- 
vailing faBhion. Leaving Treuaury Islund 
the some day, tho Curacoa steamed for 
Narovo, otherwise Eddystono Island. Tho 
formal work of tho declaration having been 
inaugurated, it wad esaentiul that it Bhould 
be completed with tho greater alacrity lest the 
vessels of aomo other power, getting hint 
of tho proceedings, should step in and aecure 
8ome of tho islands. A royul aaluto wub 
fired when tho flag wub hoisted, and tho 
natives in alurm disuppeared ; but during 
the stay of the Curacoa, which extended 
over 24 hours, tho natives discovered that 
no harm was intended them, and regaining 
confidenco came out from thoir hiding- 
places, visiting tho ship in considerable 
numbers. This was the spot at which lust 
year Captain Davis, of tho Royalist, hud a 
man Hogged for kidnapping a boy in con- 
nection with the labor traffic, und thia 
event had had the effect ot making tho 
natives somewhat afraid of a man-of-war. 
Hence their scare when tho blank cartridges 
wero fired. 

Other islands visiblo were Ronongo, Gizo, 
Vella Lavellu, Kulambangra, Wanna Wanna, 
Savoo, Guadulcamar, ISow Georgia, Ren- 
dovo, Florida, Sistu, Bulula, Montgomery, 
Murray and tho Russell group, and it was 
left to H, M, S. Goldfinch and other veasola 
of lighter draft than is tho Curacoa to rui8e 
the fl»g at smaller islands. At each ,<luco 
visited a bottle containing tho declaration 
c f annexation wus buried at the foot of the 
flagstaff. 

Thu Curucna was at Port Pinna, on Coro- 
nation day, Juno L'S, und in celebrution of 
the occasion the Bhip wus dressed with Hugs 
and a royul salute fired, greatly impressing 
tho natives. AtSiata, Mr. Cummins, a mis- 
sionary, was taken on board aa a guest of 
tho captain. Hu haR 3,000 converts in tho 
Islands so much under hia influenco that 
they havo discarded tho uee of spears and 
urrowa. Tho Hag was hoisted at various 
BpotB in tho neighborhood. In ono or two 
places tho chief objected, ono saying that 
the hill tribes would come down and kill 
him. Ho wss therefore given a copy of tho 
declaration to show to tho captains of tho 
other vessels. Another objected on tho 
grounds that it meant giving over his 
country to tho missionaries, who would Btop 
them going to Australia, which they did not 
liko. In thia ouao a copy of tho declaration 
waa left with the nearest chief who wua 
willing to reccivo it. On tho Jtb July ar- 
rived at Bulula, und got information con- 
cerning tho murder of a member of tho 
crow of tho Helena, who wus killed whilo 
hia mate and unother man wero bartering 
for copru at Ugi threo years ago. Failing 
to get satisfaction, tho Curacoa loft, return- 
ing two or threo days oftcr, and frightening 



tho nutivea by tho discharge of blank 
cartridges. Then twelvo livo shells 
were fired into the villugo of Ubona, des- 
troying tho prsncipal huta. Tho party 
then landed and set fire to the remaining 
huto. After further cruising tho Curacoa 
picked up tho Goldfinch, which wua dis- 
patched to Townsville, presumably to tolo- 
gruph the nowe to the Admiralty. Tho 
ofliccrs hud good sport at various islands, 
especially among tho great fruit pigeons. 
The climuto is uncomfortable at this Benson 
of the year, and the doctor had on hia hands 
a number of cusea of fever, tho sick list being 
double tho average. 
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Maarled for Fan— Repented in Earnest 

Newport News, Va., Oct. 13.— Mies 
Elizabeth Clarke, who waa selected to re 
present Virginia at the Confederate reunion 
at Birmingham Ala., and Dr. Kyler, who 
Uvea at Hampton Roads, this city, were 
murried by Justice of the Peace Hustings ut 
a social gathering at tho Taylor cottage. 
Tho affdr was looked upon as a mero jeat 
when the couple wero going to inveigle the 
new justice into the performance of u sham 
marriage, but to-day it waa learned that it 
was in all respects a perfectly valid one un- 
der tho law. The situation is further com- 
plicated by tho fact, as alleged, that Misa 
Clarke is engaged to be married to another, 
aud that tho affair will have to be postponed 
until after she can bo disengaged from hor 
impromptu husband. 

He Bobbed the Lighthouse. 

Port Townsend, Oct. 13.— Harry E 
Evans, the missing lighthouse-keeper's son 
of Admiralty Inlet, has been heard from ot 
Smith's Island, where he stopped several 
houra on Tuesday, Young Evans, it seema, 
robbed tho station, stole tho lighthouso 
boat and started on a voyago of adventure 
Ho was about 1G years old, and was ltft in 
charge of the station Monday night while 
his parentB visited Port Townsend to pur- 
chase winter supplies. As customary, ho 
lighted tho big lamp and attended to his 
usual chorea. The cow was milked and tho 
milk left standing in tho pail near the 
kitchen door. He never drank coffee, yet 
thero were two empty cups on the table 
with coffee dregs in thoir bottoms. Hia 
savinga bunk on tho mantle shelf, contuining 
a few dollara, was gono, and upstairs, where 
he know hia mother kept his other money 
in a bureau draw, that wus undisturbed. A 
marine wall chart was taken and a handsome 
pair of field glasses hanging alongsido was 
undisturbed. All of the lighthouse keeper's 
best clothes, excepting a dress Buit woro 
gone, und a tool chest and some jewelry. A 
wheelbarrow wus taken from a neighboring 
shed and used to wheel tho stolon goods to 
the beach, ut'ter which it was returned to its 
proper place. The bouthouso was entered 
and a lfi-foot Columbia river double-ended 
Whitehall bout run out on tho trucks and 
launched. Tho boathouso was locked, the 
door being badly epruug in the operation, 
and tho key returned to ita proper hook, 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to re- 
move some heavy pieces of iron from tho 
boat truck. 

" Hnppr in Hell." 

New York, Oct. 13 — Every Roman 
Catholic dioceso in the United States has 
now received a copy of the decree of the 
Sacred Congregation of the Index con- 
demning tho articlo on " How to bo Happy 
in Hell," contributed by Prof. Mivart to 
tho Nineteenth Century, which ure declared 
contrary to tho teachings of the church. 
The condemnation, however, is declared to 
havo increased tho buIo of the journals con- 
taining the articles among members of 
evangelical denominations. 

Marc Sioux Ghost Ounces, 

Chamberlain, S.D., Oct. 12. — According 
to Surveyor Gunderaon, of Vermillion, wdio 
haa returned from a season on and near the 
Rosebud reservation, the Sioux have been 
on several predatory excursions, und com- 
pelled him and hia men to stop work. He 
hua had charge of tho United Stutea surveys 
in that region for severnl yc-urs. They 
enter houses und oamps, threaten tho occu- 
pants, und carry off whatever strikes their 
fancy. Guuderaon believes that unless the 
ghost dances uro stopped serious troublo 
may occur. Tho settlors aro preparing for 
it by securing ammunition und weapons. 
The Indiana aro fully armed aud uro in- 
dulging in ghost dancoa. 

Allcr Hie Wedding M'ns Over. 

New York, Oct. 13.— Tomaso Salvini, 
tho famous uotor, arrived in this city last 
Sunday on the Wcrra. Ha is staying with 
friends, and hia arrival wub known to only a 
few porsons. Siguor Sulvini has hastened 
hia visit to America to bo present at the 
murriugo of his son. Alexander Salvini, 
but ho WAS disappointed, aa tho wedding 
took place in Cleveland, O , just tho day bo- 
fore ho arrived. Ho will go to tho World's 
Fuir on Wednesday, thia being tho main 
object of hia visit. He will roturn to Now 
York about Novomber 1, in timo to moot 
his son. Tho eldor Salvini intenda to sail 
or Europo uguin on November 18.
